R e n n e s , Aug. 25.— W heu the fourth 
session of the third week of the second 
trial by courtmartial af Captain Alfred 
Dreyfus, charged with treason, opened 
ai the Lycee here, Colonel Jouanst, presi­ 
dent of the court, ordered that the evi­ 
dence given by M. Penot, a friend of the 
late Colonel Sandherr, chief of the intel­ 
ligence department, In* read by the clerk 
of the coart. 
It was to the effect that 
Colonel Sandherr said 
the 
Dreyfus 
family offered him 150,000 francs ou 
condition that he woald clear Dreyfus. 
Maitre Demange, for the defense, dis­ 
posed of this allegation by reading the 
actual note on the subject written by 
Sandherr, thereby proving that the 
colonel’s remarks hat! been distorted, 
Dreyfus’ brothers having only said: 
“ We arc convinced of the innocence 
of our brother, aud will spend our en­ 
tire fortune to discover the tru th .” 
The testimony of the first witness of , __ _____ 
the day, H. bindle, a former official of I Chamoiu. 
the government, was also in favor of [ 
Dreyfus, as it was iii direct contradic- \ 
non of what M. Du Breuil deposed the 
day before regarding the alleged inti­ 
macy of Dreyfus with the German at­ 
tache at Hie house of M.. Bodson, a m u­ 
tual friend. 
The president of the court then called 
the next witness, Colonel Maurel, who 
was president of the Dreyfus court­ 
martial in 1894. 
As M. Kl bori lashed him with pointed 
q u e s tio n s the colonel hesitated and then 
answered in a short, choppy manner, 
aud, wheu M Lu lion finally disposed of 
hun, the witness left tin* platform with 
the pale face and seared look of a man 
who has awakened from a nightmare.

La bori pointed out, it he 
perused one it was ms bounden duty to 
peruse all. Colonel J ouaust upheld Colo­ 
nel Maurel in his refusal to indicate the 
nature of the document he read, but M. 
La!>ori announced that he would sum- j 
mon Captain Freystatter, another mem- i 
ber of tile tribunal of 1*94, and get ins 
version of what then passed behind the 
backs of tile counsel tor the defense 
A b tiffs, however, was only prelim­ 
inary to a fierce battle that ensued be­ 
tween M. Labori and General Mercier, 
the latter receiving reinforcements from 
General Boget, General Goose and Gen­ 
eral De Boisdeffre, as well as valuable 
assistance I rom Colonel Jouaust himself.

— When the fourth 
session of the third week of the second 
trial b y courtmartial af Captain Alfred 
Dreyfus, charged with treason, opened 
at the Lycee here, Colonel Jouaust. presi­ 
dent of the court, ordered that the evi­ 
dence given by M. Penot, a friend of the 
late Colonel Handherr, chief of the intel­ 
ligence department, Im* read b y the clerk 
of the court. 
It was to the effect that 
Colonel Sa lid herr said 
the 
Dreyfus 
family offered him 150,000 francs ou 
condition that he would clear Dreyfus. 
Maitre Demango, for the defense, dis­ 
posed of this allegation by reading the 
actual note on the subject written by 
Saudherr, thereby proving that the 
colonel’s remarks had been distorted, 
Dreyfus’ brothers having only said: 
“ We are convinced of the innocence 
of our brother, aud will spend our eu- 


prisouer. 
Tile general confessed that he did uot 
know of its existence, and the same 
statement was elicited from General 
Goose, who declared that Colonel Saud­ 
herr was responsible tor its non-produc­ 
tion. 
These replies were tantamount to a 
confession that Colonel Saudherr and 
Lieutenant Colonel Henry played with 
the minister of war, and even that Gen­ 
eral ( louse, assistant chief of the head­ 
quarters staff, the chief of the intelli­ 
gence department, keeping from the 
two latter just what he pleased.

Since then we acquired, in 1819, the 
60.000 square miles of Florida; in 1845, 
Texas, with 376.163 square miles: in 
1848, New Mexico and California, with 
268,242 squate miles: in 1.853, the Gads­ 
den purchase from Mexico of 45,535 
square miles; in 1867, Alaska, with 
531.409 square miles. 
The Philippines today are nearer in 
point of time and ease of communica­ 
tion than were those territories then. 
Fifty years ago California was dis­ 
tant from W ashington a three m onths’ 
journey by land, and six months by 
water, while Manilla can be reached 
from the national capital in less than 
a month, and when a line of fast tran s­ 
pacific steamers, similar to the present 
transatlantic lines, is established, as 
it is certain to be shortly, the capital 
of the archipelago will 
be brought 
within 15 days of Washington. 
Under 
such circumstances the reasons urged 
by the anti-expansionists are far less 
forceful now than when 
they were 
first put forward by the original ob­ 
structionists to national development 
and progress over 90 years ago. 
The 
people wisely decided in favor of ex- 
pansion then; and there is no reason 
to believe the old spirit and enterprise 
and patriotism of America’s sons will 
not take the same broad view today, 
and support the Republican adminis­ 
tration in its expansion policy.

In 1803, 14 years after the adoption

States, began the “traditional policy” 
of expansion.lt was then that Presi­ 
dent Jefferson, the alleged father of 
Democracy, through 
Mr. Livingston, 
our minister to 
France, 
purchased 
Louisiana, whose territory aggregated 
1,171,931 square miles, for $15,000,000, 
from France. 
W ith this 
territory 
there came to the United States about 
125.000 population, 40,000 
of 
whom 
were negro slaves. 
President Jefferson at first thought 
an amendment to the constitution was 
necessary to authorize the acquisition; 
but he ultimately concluded it was not 
find the territory was acquired, a n ­ 
nexed, and the inhabitants 
became 
subject to the United States without 
amending the constitution.

That the territory should 
not be acquired and annexed because 
the inhabitants are not competent to 
share in the government. 
The United States, however, did e n ­ 
ter upon the policy of expansion at 
that time. 
This country did not ask 
France to take back the Louisiana ter­ 
ritory and return to us the $15,000,000 
given for it. 
The objections proved 
to be more imaginary than real. 
The 
United States patriotically and wisely 
grappled with the problems involved, 
and solved them in a m anner that has 
contributed in an 
immeasurable de­ 
gree to the greatness and wealth of 
the nation. 
Nobody can be found to­ 
day to say the expansion policy then 
entered upon was unwise. 
Since then we acquired, in 1819. the 
60.000 square miles of Florida; in 1845, 
Texas, with 376.163 square miles; in 
1848, New Mexico and California, with 
268,242 squate miles: in 1.853, the Gads­ 
den purchase from Mexico of 45.535 
square miles; in 1867, Alaska, with 
531.409 square miles. 
The Philippines today are nearer in 
point of time and ease of communica­ 
tion than were those territories then. 
Fifty years ago California was dis­ 
tant from Washington a three m onths’ 
journey by land, and six months by 
water, while Manilla ran be reached 
from the national capital in less than 
a month, and when a line of fast trans­ 
pacific steamers, similar to the present 
transatlantic lines, is established, as 
it is certain to be shortly, the capital 
of the archipelago will

B ennes, Aug. 25.—W hen the fourth 
session of the thin! week of the second 
trial by courtmartial af Captain Alfred 
Dreyfus, charged w ith treason, opened 
at the Lycee here. Colonel Jouaust, presi­ 
dent of the court, ordered that the evi­ 
dence given by M. Peuot, a friend of the 
late Colonel Sandherr, chief of the intel­ 
ligence department, In* read by the clerk 
of the court. 
It was to the effect that 
Colonel Sandherr said 
the 
Dreyfus 
fam ily offered him 150,000 franos on 
condition that he woald clear Dreyfus. 
Maitre Dem ange, for the defense, dis­ 
posed of this allegation by reading the 
actual note on the subject w ritten by 
Sandherr, thereby proving 
that the 
colonel’s remarks had been distorted, 
D reyfus’ brothers having only said: 
“ We are convinced of the innocence 
of our brother, aud w ill spend our en­ 
tire fortune to discover the truth.” 
The testim ony ot the first witness of j 
the day, ll. Linolle, a former official of I 
tin* government, w as also in favor of J 
Dreyfus, as it was in direct oontradic- j 
turn of what M. Du Breuil deposed the 
day before regarding the alleged inti­ 
macy of Drey t us w ith the German at­ 
tache at the house of M. Dodson, a m u­ 
tual friend. 
The president of the court tnen called 
the next witness, Colonel Maurel, who 
w as president of the D reyfus court­ 
martial in 1891. 
As M. La bori lashed him w ith pointed 
questions the colonel hesitated and thou 
answered in a short, choppy manner, 
aud, when M. I ai boil finally dis no seel of 
him , the w itness left tin* platform with 
the j aile face aud seared look of a man 
w ho has awakened from a nightmare. 
Cl ai asci had drawn trow the colonel a 
confession that the *eci*et dossier was 
communicated to the judges of 
the 
courtmartial of 1891 byOolouol Du I'aty 
de Clam. 
This avowal produced a sen­ 
sation in court. 
Colonel Maurel admitted reading one 
of the secret document* to the court 
which had not 
been seen by the de­ 
fense, He protested that only one docu­ 
ment was iook<-u at, alleging that tins 
sufficed to enable him to form a convic­ 
tion that could not lie shaken. 
This protest made matters worse, In*- 
cause, us Al. Lu bon pointed out, if he 
p e ru se d one it was ms bounden duty to 
peruse all. Colonel Jouaust upheld Colo­ 
nel Maurel m his refusal to indicate the 
nature of the document he read, but M. 
La bori announced thai he would sum ­ 
mon Captain Freyxtatter, another m em ­ 
ber ot the tribunal of IMH, and get his 
v e rsio n ot what then passed behind the 
backs ot the counsel tor the defense 
All this, however, was only prelim­ 
inary to a fierce buttle that ensued be­ 
tw een M. La bori and General Merrier, 
the latter receiving reinforcem ents from 
General Boget, General Const) aud Gen­ 
eral De B o w t e ll re, a* well as valuable 
assistance from Colonel Jouaust him self. 
Much excitement was produced. 
M. I Aition took General Merrier over 
the whole ground oi his previous depo­ 
sit iou. 
W henever General Merrier was cor­ 
nered ie- declined to answer aud Colonel 
J Ona ast invariably supported him . 
M. 
JUtbon protested most energetically. 
M, 
L l hon’* en >M-exuui I nut ion was 
sued ss!til so far a* it went, hut Colonel 
Jo nan st prevented him pressing his ad­ 
vantage to the utmost, 
In fuel, Jou* 
au*t s hostile attitude toward the coun­ 
sel for the deft use then and during the 
cross examination of the witue.*#, M. lie 
G iaudm aisou, evoked the severest criti­ 
cism on the part of the public present 
and bodes iii mr Dreytus. 
Not only 
Colonel Juuau*t, but the other judges 
displayed considerable uiqiatieuce dur­ 
ing La bori * scathing cross exam ina­ 
tion. 
The lawyer made a stroug point on 
the part Eater hazy played. Merci** laid 
he did not know Ester hazy and only 
saw him once, at the Zula trial. 
“ That is very interesting,” exclaimed 
Ai. La bori. 
’’But, surely General Mer­ 
rier was present at 
the 
Esterhazy 
trial?” 
The general replied that he was not 
th* re and that he knew nothing about 
the evideuce m the Esterhazy prosecu­ 
tion, 
“ What!” (triad M. Labori, “ General 
Marrier, who was the chief accusal of 
Drevfus, did not even follow the pro­ 
ceedings in the Ksterhagy trial?” 
A loud murmur of surprise ami indig­ 
e n t comment came from the audience, 
but Colonel .Jouaust immediately sup 
pressed it. 
Counsel then brought General Mer­ 
rier to nis ass*iftion that 36,OOO,OOO 
franc* were used by the defenders of 
Dreyfus aud asked the general to say 
how he knew this, who spent it aud 
oile r awkward questions which tile gen­ 
eral was u n a b le to answer. 
M. La bor I questioned General Mercier 
w ith reference to a document in tile 
secret dossier* which it is affirmed ex­ 
isted prior to 1893, aud yet w as hot pro­ 
duced at the first courtmartial of the 


prisoner. 
The general confessed that he did uot 
know of its existence, and the same 
statem ent was elicited from General 
Goose, w ho declared that Colonel Saud- 
herr was responsible for its non-prodno- 
tlO’l. 
These replies were tan tam o u n t to a 
confession that Colonel Sandherr aud 
Lieutenant Colonel H enry played w ith 
the minister of war, and even th at G en­ 
eral Goose, assistant chief of the head­ 
quarters staff, the chief of the intelli­ 
gence departm ent, keeping from the 
two latter just what he pleased. 
M. Labori proceeded to take up the 
Pani/.zardi dispatch aud to bring out 
the contradictory translations of it and 
the falseness of the final version. 
The im pertinent behavior of General 
Boget was strikingly illustrated when 
he interrupted M. Labori’s exam ination 
of General Ohamoiu, which had re­ 
sulted 
in 
Labori’s 
scoring heavily 
against Merrier w ith the exclam ation: 
“ i’liis exam ination is a waste of tim e.” 
The exam ination of Chatnoiu showed 
Mercier in a very bad light, as it brought 
out that he had privately com m unicated 
to Chamoin, on th© first day of the^se- 
cret 
sessions a report on the Paniz- 
zardi dispatch for insertion in the secret 
dossier. 
General Chamoin admitted 
that he did wrong in accepting the re­ 
port. hut pleaded ignorance in judicial 
matters. 
The report consisted of three pages, 
of which the second and third, Ohamoiu 
declare*I, contained fantastic aud, in 
fact, false representations. 
M. Ijaliort brought General Mercier 
to the bar in reference to tins. 
Mercier 
admitted that the reports emanate^ 
from Du PatY de Clam, but claim er 
that he him self did uot understand it 
contents, though he thought it would 
be interesting aud perhaps useful to 
Chamoin. 
Atter hearing General Mercier aud 
General Chamoin on the subject, Col­ 
onel joaaust declared the court would 
rule the dispatch out of evidence. 
The examination of General Mercier 
having been c included, Colonel Jouaust 
asked Dreyfus if he had anything to 
say, aud the prisoner, in a calm voice, 
replied to Mercier*# statem ent that fie, 
Drey I us, could have obtained tile in­ 
formation about the artillery, prom­ 
ised in the bordereau, w hile staying at 
Botirges, where 
artillery trials were 
being held. 
Dreyftti* entered into an 
explanation as to how hi* spent his time, 
showing that he did not inform him self 
a lo u t the trials ot the new gunbrake 
General His bourg, w ho was comman­ 
der oi the Republican guard in Barih in 
1891, WUN the next Witness. 
Ho de­ 
scribed the seem- with Captain Lebrun 
Renault, When the w itness learned of 
Dreyfus' alleged confessions to Captain 
Le br un-Renault, tin day atter the pris­ 
oner’^ degradation, 
After tieing asked tin* os aal question, 
Dreyfus protested against General lits- 
bourg’* evidence. 
“ I ain surprised,” the prisoner said, 
“ that 
lie, 
Captain 
Lebrun-BaiiauR, 
could hale made the statem ents attrib­ 
uted to hun. 
On the way from the 
prison ot 
La Santo Captain Lebruu* 
Keiiaul shook hands with him, a fact 
which is in contradiction ot his state­ 
ment. 
Besides, when such a terrible 
charge has been hanging over u man 
who has resisted it for live years, wit- 
nes.se* should not come here merely to 
speak their beliefs, hut ought to bring 
proofs, positive prod’s. Otherwise la m 
com pletely nonplussed as to how I eau 
reply.” 
(Sensation,] 
Dreyfus then proceeded to give the 
trui- version oi his words on Hie *>cca 
sum of the alleg. d confession and dw elt 
on his protestation# OI innocence lo Du 
Platy de Clam. 
I tie prisoner*# remarks deeply im ­ 
pressed in* hearers. 
At tile request of M. Denning**, G en­ 
eral Mercier was recalled aud asked to 
explain why, having sent Du I'aty de 
Clam to Dreyfus to discover thfli amount 
of the injury Druytu* had dom*, he hail 
uot billowed up tits investigations. 
At one point General Mercier replied: 
“ I m ight, perhaps, have thought of it. 
But it did not occur to me ” 
The prisoner again protested that the 
inquiry ought to nave bei n followed up, 
“ because it would have served to de­ 
stroy the bet I 'no! a confr seton to which 
siirh importance is 
now 
attached.”

The remainder of the sitting was 
taken up w uh the dels lei turn of minor 
witnesses, rn istly M. Beaurepaire '* pup 
pets, Whose evidence, when it did uot 
bore the audience, produced m errim ent. 
Two m te re st jug scenes, however, took 
place, the first when M. Labori asked 
lieu. r il Boget to give his opinion of 
Esterhazy’* role aud his visit to the 
German oui bassy Got. 23, iv*?. 
Boget 
replied, in Ute tone of studied disdain 
which lie habitually adopted toward 
counsel for the defence: 
“ I absolutely 
refuse to tell you.

The second scene was between M

quite outside of the case, delivered in 
grandiloquent style aud ending with the 
preposterous words addressed to the 
judge#:

Louisiana, whose territory aggregated 
1,171,931 square miles, for $15,000,000, 
from France. 
W ith this 
territory 
there came to the United States about 
125.000 population. 40.000 
of 
whom 
were negro slaves. 
President Jefferson at first thought 
an am endm ent to the constitution was 
necessary to authorize the acquisition; 
but he ultimately concluded it was not 
and the territory was acquired, a n ­ 
nexed, and the inhabitants 
became 
subject to the United States without 
amending the constitution.

Montana, Idaho and Wyoming. Today 
the same objection 
that 
Mr. Quincy 
urged against the acquisition of Louis­ 
iana territory, from which Nebraska 
was carved, is being urged by William 
Jennings Bryan against the 
Philip­ 
pines, viz: 
That the territory should 
not be acquired and annexed because 
the inhabitants are not competent to 
share in the government. 
The United States, however, did en ­ 
ter upon the policy of expansion at 
th at time. 
This country did not ask 
France to take back the Louisiana ter­ 
ritory and return to us the $15,000,000 
given for it. 
The objections proved 
to be more %naginary than real. 
The 
United States patriotically and wisely 
grappled with the problems involved, 
and solved them in a m anner that has 
contributed in an 
immeasurable de­ 
gree to the greatness and wealth of 
the nation. 
Nobody can be found to­ 
day to say the expansion policy then 
entered upon was unwise. 
Since then we acquired, in 1819, the 
60.000 square miles of Florida; in 1845, 
Texas, with 376,163 square miles: in 
1848, New Mexico and California, with 
268,242 sq u ate miles; in 1853, the Gads­ 
den purchase from Mexico of 45.535 
square miles; in 
1867, Alaska, with 
531.409 square miles. 
The Philippines today are nearer in 
point of time and ease of communica­ 
tion than were those territories then. 
Fifty years ago California was dis­ 
tant from Washington a three months* 
Journey by land, and six months by 
water, while Manilla can be reached 
from the national capital in less than j 
a month, and when a line of fast tra n s ­ 
pacific steamers, similar to the present 
I transatlantic lines, is established, as 
it is certain to be shortly, the capital 
of the archipelago will 
be brought 
within 15 days of Washington. 
Under 
such circumstances the reasons urged 
by the anti-expansionists are far less 
forceful now than when 
they were 
first put forward by the original ob­ 
structionists to national development 
and progress over 90 years ago. 
The 
people wisely decided In favor of ex- 
panslon then; and there is no reason 
to believe the old spirit and enterprise 
and patriotism of America’s sons will 
not take the same broad view today, 
and support the Republican adm inis­ 
tration in its expansion policy.
